St. Louis obtained in San Francisco is shown in the 
Shows’ St. Louis report for August. Sales were down 
Gains from July with the total 2,941 for August 
against 3,444 in July but above the 2,537 in 

August a year ago. Stocks at the end of August, on the 
other hand, had dropped 2,723 from the level of 2,931 in 
July but were above the 2,495 at the end of August, 1935. 
Thus in August this year sales of used cars in St. Louis 
had risen 16 per cent over the same month a year ago 
while stock had gained only 9 per cent over the corre- 
sponding month in 1935. The average selling price of used 
cars in August was down from $216 in July to $209 in 
August but up as compared with the average selling price 
of $205 in August a year ago. Values of used cars in 
inventory at the end of August had increased to an 


average of $262, as against an average at the end of July | 


of $258. The average at the end of August last year was 
$240. The St. Louis report is based on the experience of 
61 dealers in the city.
